ARA Has New Program To 
Eliminate Relief; Ask Coun- 


ties To Aid Terracing Plan 


MONTGOMERY, Nov, 5.—A gi- 
gantic farm terracing and = con- 
struction program, available im- 
mediately to all eounties in Ala- 
bama and designed virtually to 
eliminate relief, is announced by 
Thad Holt, director of the Ala- 
bama Relief Administration, 

The program evolved for terrac- 
ing will offer the counties a self- 
liquidating means of terracing all 
furm lands within the respective 
counties and the farmers an oppor- 
tunity to have their land terraced 
at the lowest possible cost in a 
manner similar to the terracing 
program which has been so sue- 
cessful in Tallapoosa County, Mr. 
Holt said 

Aside from the opportunity of 
virtually eliminating relief in the 
rural counties, Mr. Holt said, the 
plan offers the greatest opportuni- 
ty yet presented the State for pre- 
vention of soil erosion and preser- 
vation of farm lands. 

The proposal for the terracing of 
farms and for construction work 
in cities and industrial centers was 
mailed yesterday to all counties, 

In the farm terracing program 
the Alabama Relief Administration 
proposes to purchase a farm ter- 
racing outfit in the amount of ap- 
proximately $4,000 for each coun- 
ty which agrees to employ relief 
labor in the amount of $1,000 a 
month for four months and at the 
rate of $1 a day or more for at 
least 20 days each month. 

At the end of the four months 
period the terracing outfit would 
become the property of the county 
or such agency as designated by 
the Alabama Extension Service. 

Under such terms, Mr. Holt 
pointed out, the county would 
profit by possession of a farm ter- 
acing outfit and $4,000 worth of 
labor on roads or other public 
projects. 

The counties in turn may charge 
for the terracing of land, Mr, Holt 
said, and in this way the entire 
program would become self-liqui- 
dating and the relief load in the 
rural counties would be virtually 
wiped out. . 

While the counties would have 
full charge of the supervision of 
the workers, he said, the counties 
would agree to obtain all labor 
from the office of the county di- 
rector of relief. 

In the construction program, by 
which the avenue is opened for 
road, bridge and street construc- 
tion and repair and various forms 
of building, the plan provides brief- 
ly for the purchase of materials 
by the ARA in the amount of $20 
a month for each person taken 
from velief and given employment 
by the city or county or other 
public agency, 

The public agency, in turn, 
would agree to pay the relief work- 
er not less than $1 a day for an 
eight-hour day’s work and provide 
him with at least $20 employment 
during the month. 

The farm terracing plan was 
worked out by Ray Crow, chief 
engineer of the ARA, and R, K. 
Greene, director of the Alabama 
Rehabilitation Corporation, in col- 
laboration with Mr. Holt. 

Mr. Holt said that the self-liqui- 
dating features of the plan were 
not experimental inasmuch as they 
bud been well tested and proven in 
Tallapoosa and other counties. 
Farmers are able to have their land 
terraced for approximately $2 an 
ucre, whereas before the coopera- 
tive system was developed, the cost 
amounted to about $7 an acre.

MIESMPHIS, Tenn, Nov, 5, 
United States Senator K, D, Me- 
Kellar expressed belief today that 
the new Congress “will undoubt- 
edly undertake to correct every 
injustice’ in the Bankhead law,

I 
shall undertake to bring about the 
amendment,” 

Speaking of charges by indivi- 
dual cotton farmers concerning 
local administration, the senator 
said that “wherever injustices can 
be shown in the administration of 
this act this year, T would certain- 
ly vote for a return of the tax to 
those who have been wronged. 

“So many changes have been 
made,’ he continued, “that they 
should be investigated by wholly 
independent investigators in order 
to ascertain what farmers have 
been wronged by the act, 

“T am confident that when the 
new congress meets a full investi- 
gation will be made, both with 
reference to proposed amendments, 
making the law fair and just to 
all, and also to refund taxes that 
have been improperly imposed on 
any cotton farmer. The new con- 
gress will undoubtedly undertake 
to correct every injustice in the 
present law.”

Some weeks ago I had quite a 
bit to say about a plan of having 
early sweet potatoes, I did not 
vouch for the plan but gave it to 
you for what it was worth. ‘That 
article brought a shower of com- 
ments, pro and con, so I let the 
question drop. The suggested plan 
was to save your very small po- 
tatoes and plant them next spring 
in rows so they could continue 
their growth into a full size po- 


tato, The plan was to put them 
out about 18 inches apart with 
stem end up and not allow but 


one vine to grow from each hill. 
It was suggested to me that each 
potato would develop into a nice 
large potato by May 1st and this 
would give you some realy early 
new potatoes. There is a gentle- 
man in this section who has been 
with us for many years and who 
is very reliable on such matters. 
He is Mr. Martin Farris and most 
of you know him or have heard 
of him. Mr, Farris brings me a 
potato which has been grown this 
year from a string. It is now 
about 345 inches through and you 
can look at it and tell that it has 
Srown from the small string. Mr. 
Farris thinks that the suggested 
plan will work fine and he wants 
you to try it. He also suggested 
a mighty good idea about getting 
early vines, and that is to bed 
all your smail potatoes and then 
plant them next spring in rows 
for the use of the vines. Just put 
them down about as you would 
stick out your slips and when 
they come up pull all the slips 
off except one to the hill. This 
slip will make a vine in a very 
short time and you will have all 
the vines you want to cut and 
put out. He says that you can 
cut up your long potatoes and the 
pieces will do just as well. This 
plan will not take the place of the 
other plan of making early pota- 
toes, as you must put the potato 
out with stem up and the root 
end must not be broken if the 
original potato is to grow large. 
When you plant for vines only it 
does not make any difference as 
to how they are put out and a 
piece of potato is just as good as 
a whole one. I’m telling you about 
this at the present time as now 
is the time to save your small po- 
tatoes and your strings. TI suggest 
that you save them all and try 
both plans next Spring. A real 
farmer is ready to try anything 
if it looks like it will make life 
easier or more comfortable. Give 
these ideas a trial of your own. 


Same Soe Cees 


It is now time to take up your 
seed cane and I shall give you my 
same old rule for saving your seed 
cane, Take it up while it is wet 
if you possibly can and take it up 
by the roots. Make your bank 
about ten feet wide and as long 
as you like but put the bank on 
land that is slightly rolling. Do 
not make your bank too thick. 
As soon as the cane has been 
pulled and piled in the bank the 
dirt should be put on. Start on 
the sides and cover the entire bed 
except a space about two feet 
wide down the middle of the bed. 
Leave this open until you have a 
hard freeze and at that time it is 
best to close this opening up with 
the exception of about six inches. 
Cover your bed deep with dirt but 
leave air space for the foul air

In making appointment of an 
agent to look after this for you 
jit is necessary that it be done in 
form, I would suggest that your 
prayer and appointment of agent 
be worded as follows: To the con- 
stituted tax authorities, we, the 
undersigned citizens and tax pay- 
ers do protest and pray to the 
Board of Review and the State 
Tax Commission and to the courts 
that the property values are too 
high and unjust as heretofore as- 
sessed and excessive as to valua- 
tion according to law and justice 
and we ask that your honors re- 
duce the values to 60 per cent 
of its value according to law. 

Appointment of agent as fol- 
lows: We the undersigned citizens 
and taxpayers do appoint Mr, 

as our agent in all mat- 
ters of taxation as pertaining to 
the reduction of our taxes such as 
filing, protests, and appeals, and 
representing us with the Board 
of Review and State Tax Commis- 
sion and all other matters as per- 
taining to our interest as a mat- 
ter of justice in the reduction of 
our tax values, 

Signed, taxpayer. 

So long as we have a price level 
that goes up and down unreason- 
ably or reasonably for instance 
corn, 75c a bushel one year and 
25e another, why can't we get the 
flexibility of our tax valuation laws 
as provided by law between the 
first day of October and the first 
day of February. Can’t we get 
our tax values so they will go up 
and down the same as the price 
level fluvtuates on the commodities 
that the farmer has to sell? Out 
of all hitsory and experiences of 
taxation in this country we should 
remember one thing that is of

Question: How long should a 
hog be without food before kill- 
ing? 

Answer: The animal should not 
be fed for at least 24 hours be- 
fore slaughter, but should have 
plenty of fresh water.

Cotton Producers Will Vote 
On Compulsory Control Of 
1935 Crop Early Next Month 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10,—-Com- 
pulsory control of cotton produc- 
tion, most radical of the new deal 
farm plans, will face the test of 
it popular vote during the second 
week in December, 

After a year’s trial of the Bank- 
head Act, which sought to limit 
production to 10,460,251 bales this 
year, the Farm Administration an- 
nounced today that it will ask 
cotton farmers: “Are you in fa- 
vor of continuing the Bankhead 
Act for next year?" 

The exact date on which the 
poll will be taken at 8,000 ballot- 
ing points throughout the South 
has not been finally determined, 
It hinges now upon completion of 
printing of the ballots, informa- 
tion, and tally sheets, 

Secretary Wallace, in a state- 
ment accompanying the sample 
ballot, declared results of the vote 
will have no effeet on the yvolun- 
tary control program which will 
be reopened for new signers with- 
in a few weeks, Rental and bene- 
fit payments for acreage adjust- 
ment next year will continue on 
much the same basis as prevailed 
this year, he added, 

“Cotton farmers must decide 
whether, in their opinion, the ad- 
justment of cotton production un- 
dev the voluntary contracts is suf- 
ficient to meet the requirements of 
the present emergency,” the see- 
retary said, 

“Will the efforts of a small mi- 
nority of non-cooperators, the 
tendency toward more intensive 
cultivation, and the possibility of 
new lands coming into cotton pro- 
duction combine to increase total 
production above the point which 
seems desirable? That, it appears, 
is the central question involved in 
a decision on continuing the Bank- 
head Act for next year," 

Wallace also said that “it is 
reasonable to expect” that many 
difficulties encountered in admin- 
istering the act this year can. be 
tivoided but he hastened to add 
that he was not attempting to in- 
fluence farmers’ opinions, 

“It is my hope that cotton pro- 
ducers will investigate carefully 
all the facts and reach a decision 
based upon considered judgment as 
to whether the Bankhead Act is 
needed to assure attainment of 
the objectives of the cotton ad- 
justment program,” he said. 

The unsigned ballot will give 
furmers an opportunity to vote 
“Yes” or “No” on the question and 
will contain no other information 
except the admonition: ‘“Continu- 
ance of the Bankhead Act means 
that a tax will continue to be ley- 
ied on the ginnings of cotton in 
excess of an allotment made to 
meet the probable market re- 
quirements,” 

No cotton farmer will be barred 
from voting because of race, AAA 
officials said, pointing out that all 
persons ‘who have the legal or 
equitable right as owner, tenant, 
sharecropper, or otherwise to pro- 
duce cotton on any cotton farm, 
or part thereof, in the United 
States for the crop year 1935-36" 
are entitled to cast their ballots 
under terms of the act. 

The referendum will be con- 
ducted by election committees in 
each community with one member 
of each county production control 
committee sitting in the election 
group. 

AAA officials do not expect more 
than 50 per cent of the eligible 
producers to vote in the referen- 
dum, but a two-thirds vote of this 
group, if it is evenly distributed 
throughout the cotton belt, will be 
accepted as an accurate estimate 
of sentiment. 

On the result of the poll will de- 
pend President Roosevelt's decision 
on whether he will proclaim con- 
tinuation of the act next year and 
Secretary Wallace’s decision on 
levying the 50 per cent tax on 
cotton produced of allotments 
granted to individual producers. 

Sentiment throughout the South 
is divided on the question, accord- 
ing to information reaching the 
Farm Administration, and officials 
predict spirited verbal battles be- 
fore the discussions now under- 
way over advantages and disad- 
vantages of the measure are term- 
inated by the poll.

BROTHER OF MRS, R, 8, Boyp| 
MURDERED IN 'THOMSON, mal 


THOMSON, Ga,, Nov, 9.—-Jim 
Black Stone, 40, Thomson mer- 
chant, was brutally murdered and 
robbed of the day's receipts from 
his store early tonight by an un- 
known assailant who crushed the 
victim's skull with a brick and 
piece of an axe handle, 

He was found on Church Street 
between his store and his residence 
in an unconscious condition by 
Chief of Police C, C, Hall, shortly 
after 7 o'clock, and rushed to the 


| University Hospital in Aupusta, 


Where he died at 8:15 o'clock, 10 
minutes after he was admitted to 
the institution, His skull was shat- 
tered by the blows of the murder- 
er, officers said, 

A blood-stained brick and the 
piece of axe handle were found 
at the seene of the attack which 
occurred in & dark section of the 
Street about midway between two 
street lights in the business seec- 


|tion of town. The money, which 


he was known to customarily 
earry from his store to his home, 
had been stolen from his person 
und @ basket of peanuts he car- 
ricd on his arm was gone, 

Officers who immediately began 
un investigation of the murder and 
robbery said the attack on Stone 
was committed between 6:50 and 
7:15 o'clock, since he was known 
to have left the store shortly be- 
fore 7 o'clock and his body was 
found by the officer at 7:15, 

Chief Hall and his assistants 
and Sheriff Lynn J. Norris of Me- 
Duffie County ave investigating the 
murder and said they have sev- 
eral clues in addition to the brick 
ad axe handle, which they are 
tracing. 

The officers late last night 
Were scouring the city and county 
in an effort to apprehend the mur- 
derer, They believe the murder 
was done by a person who was 
familiar with the town and with 
Mr, Stone's habit of carrying mon- 
ey taken in at his store during the 
day to his home at night, The of- 
ficers also ave keeping close watch 
about the grounds of a carnival 
playing here in hopes of appre- 
hending the murderer, 

Operators of the ambulance, 
Which made a record run of 81 
minutes from Thomson to the Uni- 
versity hospital, said he appeared 
at one time to be dying in the 
vehicle, but the attending physi- 
cian resorted to artificial respira- 
tion and kept him alive until he 
reached the hospital. 

Mr. Stone was a native of Me- 
Duffie County and had lived in this 
section all his life. He had op- 
erated a store in Thomson for ap- 
proximately 10 years, and was 
prominent in Masonic circles here. 

He was the brother-in-law of J. 
BH, Wilkerson, Thomson banker, 
and the brother of Mrs, Ruby 
Hardin of Augusta. 

He is survived by his mother, 
Mrs. W. H. Stone; five sisters, 
Mrs, Wilkerson and Mrs, Hardin; 
Mrs. R. S. Boyd of Elba, Ala; 
Mrs. J. Thomas Ward of Austin, 
Tex.; and Mrs. Wallace Simpson 
of Macon; three brothers, W. H. 
Stone and Lawton Stone of Thom- 
son, and E. B, Stone of Whigham, 
Ga., and a number of other rela- 
tives. Funeral arrangements will 
be announced later.
